A VOICE FIIOX TUE TOMB. 


The republican party, foreseeing a po­ 
litical tempest, gave the stamp cf its ap­ 
proval to the Pendleton civil service re­ 
form set, and furnished the financial sup­ 
plies for the administration of that law, 
thus repenting the obduracy in Grant’s 
tim e, when civil service reform perished 
for lack of salaries. 
The prescience of 
the republ can bead men was generally 
(^knowledged when Cleveland led his 
party to victory and began a courageous 
if somewhat quixotic attempt to give ef­ 
fect to a law for the relief of a defeated 
I arty. 
It is to be remembered with what dis­ 
gust and contempt the spoils-hunters of 
the democratic organization 
returned 
from Washington when it had been as­ 
certained that the president would ap­ 
point democrats to office only in vacan­ 
cies and when it would improve the 
public seryice.

A N E X I R A S E S S I O N 
OF 
T U E 
L E G I S L A T U R E : 


The State Journal makes tie state­ 
ment that ar. extra session of the legis­ 
lature is likely to bo called for several 
reasons, the chief one being because of 
an egregious blunder having been made 
in the rape law. According to the Jour­ 
nal, in remodelling that law the last leg­ 
islature made snob changes that no pen­ 
alty is provided for the rape of a female 
over 12 years of age. 
The mistake oc­ 
curs in section 4381 of chapter 181, re­ 
vised statutes. 
In the second line of 
that section the word “under” was sub­ 
stituted for “more”, thus making it read: 
“ Any person who shall ravish a n # car­ 
nally know any female of the age of 12 
years or nuder by force,” etc., etc., shall 
be punished, etc. The female's age was 
also changed to 12 years, as above noted, 
bat this is sn incidental feature. The 
whole trouble lies in the fact of the use 
of the word “under” for “more”, thus 
making 
no 
provision 
for 
the 
punishmeDt 
of 
a 
person 
commit­ 
ting 
rape 
when 
the 
female 
is 
more than 12 years old. The error wa8 
discovered when lawyers began to look 
up the law applying to the case of Paul 
Kcsp, who is beld for the rape of Mrs. 
Trip in Lacrosse county recently. They 
found that as the latter was over 12 years 
of age, the law made the offense no crime* 
The sheriff of La Grosse county called 
Governor Hoard's attention to the mat­ 
ter, and the latter will baye a conference 
with certain prominent lawyers and leg­ 
islators in his office to discuss the situ­ 
ation . 
A second reason for the calling of an 
extra session is that two years ago the 
legislature changed the law relative to 
the holding of terms of court in the 12th 
udicial circuit, composed of Kook, Jef­ 
ferson and Green counties. 
As changed 
it provided, among other things, that a 
term of the court should be held in 
Green county the second Tuesday in 
June and one in Jefferson county the 
third Tuesday in June, thus, as will be 
seen, limiting the Green county term to 
one week, which is all too short a period. 
It also made the two terms in Green 
county only six weeks apart. The last 
legislature 
repealed 
this 
law, 
but, 
through some error, neglected to enact 
another to take its plaoe. 
Two other reasons for calling an extra 
session as given by the Journal are these: 
The legislature made extraordinary ap­ 
propriations—including those to Little­ 
john et a1.—and made no provisions for 
their payment, contrary to the recom­ 
mendation of the secretary of state. 
This is a matter also meriting legislative 
consideration. 
A mistake was also made in regard to 
the time for tho opening of the prairie 
chicken season. 
The legislature in­ 
tended to make the time September I, 
but through a clerical error it is iu the 
new law Angust I, 
Of course Governor Hoard naturally 
feels deeply concernid over tiles3 grave 
errors and desires to have them corrected

HOMELESS.

Q u e b ec , May 17.—Five thousand people 
are homeless hero. 
A terrible Are, which 
started Thursday morning in tho houso of 
Mrs. McConn, in St. Sauveur, swept over 
a groat district and laid 700 homes in 
ashes. 
St. Sauveur has but a poor fire de­ 
partment and although great efforts wero 
made to st6p tho flames, the loss was only 
checked- when all material within reach of 
tho firo had been consumed. 
Besides the 
great loss, which will amount to $600,000, 
several persons wero killed by an explo­ 
sion. 
Tho flames spread with great rapidity 
through the wooden district which sur­ 
rounded the place where tho firo origin­ 
ated. 
Help was asked from this city and 
Quebec engines wero quickly sent, but 
owing to a lack of water their efforts 
wero crippled. 
Battery 
B was finally 
called out and rendered valuable assist­ 
ance in fighting tho flames. 
While the 
military were preparing to blow up somo 
houses to check tho spread of the flames a 
premature explosion took place in one of 
the houses, killing Major Short and in­ 
juring Sergt. Wallick of battery B. 
Both 
wero buried in tho ruins, Sergt. Wallick 
boing taken out alive. 
The firo burned itself out, after reach­ 
ing tho limits of St. Sauvour, the toll-gato 
koepor’s houso on Valier street being about 
the last tp go. 
Tho district North and 
Wost of Massau and St. Ambroiso streets 
has been swept clean, with tho exception 
of a portion of Valier street. 
About 700 
houses wero burnea. 
As many of them 
wero tenements, the number of families 
homeless is not less than 1,200, comprising 
5,000 or 6,000 persons. 
Mr. Mercior and 
other prominent men are interesting them­ 
selves in behalf of the homeless people who 
aro camped in the country. 
Applications 
has been made to Sir A. P. Caron for tho 
use’of a drill shed and othor government 
buildings to shelter those who are yet 
camped out in tho fields. 
The clergy aro 
distributing food and steps are boing taken 
to organize a regular system of relief. 
The majority of the people burned out aro 
of tho laboring class and os insurance 
rates wero very high few have anything to 
fall back upon. 
Tho total loss by tho firo is estimated at 
$600,000 with insurance of less than half. 
Sergeant Walloek is still alive in tho Ma­ 
rino hospital. 
Ho is very seriously in­ 
jured and is not likoly to recover. 
Tho 
remains of Major Short will be taken to 
Kingston for burial. 
There will bo a mili­ 
tary funeral. 
St. Sauveur is a separate municipality 
from Quebec, but is separated from this city 
by only the width of a street. 
It has a 
population of about 15,000. 
Only Wednes­ 
day night the St. Sauveur officials refused 
an offer of this city to supply them with 
water.

THE PR E SB YTE R IA N GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. 


The general assembly of the Presby­ 
terian church of the United (States met 
iu the Fourth 
Avtnne 
Presbjteaisn 
church—the Rev. Hr. Howard Crosby’s 
—on Thursday the IG, The opening ser­ 
mon was delivered by the Rev. Charles 
L . Thompson, the retiring moderator 
who at one time was pastor of the Pres­ 
byterian church in Janesville. 
The general assemblies of tne Presby­ 
terian church are quite significant in 
their character Ic cause the denomina­ 
tion is becoming a poweiful body in this 
O iuctiy. 
It is not oui) growing rapidly 
but it has in its ministry some of the 
brightest minds, the rift st scholars and 
the foremost pulpit orators in the United 
states. In 1883 the total number of 
communicants 
in 
the 
Prtsbjterian 
chaleh north, wss G00.G95. 
In 188G the 
number reached G67.0C0; and in 1887, a 
little over C9G,OOO. 
This dees not in 
elude, of 
ceinte, 
the 
Presbyterian 
church south, whose membership was 
150,398 in 1887. 
There will he matters of vital import­ 
ance to the'ohnrch Lrcught up for dis­ 
cussion and settlement. 
Some favor re­ 
vising the confession ct faith; and one 
Presbytery asks that the proper steps be 
taken for a revision of the third chapter 
of the confession of faith,’ Of God’s eter­ 
nal decrees.” 
This question has been 
before the general assembly at a previous 
session, but no definite steps were taken. 
It is stated that “ there is evidently 
a good deal of restlessness among Pres­ 
byterians on the subject. The great dif­ 
ficulty in tho way of action is that any 
modification of doctrinal statement in A 
matter so fundamental to the Calvanistic 
scheme involves, of 
necessity, other 
changes, and for radical revision the the­ 
ologians are not ready.” 
There is another que jtion of much im­ 
portance to the church which will come 
up for bearing at this conveution of the 
general assembly, and that is regarding 
an organic reunion of the Presbyterian 
cbuoh north aud south. 
There is no 
reason why these two bodies should be 
separated. The evil that took them apart 
in 18G1 -—that of slavtry—has been wiped 
out for ever, and now let them come to­ 
gether with the same spirit that the Old 
and the New.school did in 1874, and sing 
as'was sung then— 
“ B lest o e the tie th at binds.’’ 
The report of the growth of the church 
both north and south it the, latter shall 
be received, will show a membership 
pressing on to nearly one million.

It is supposed that she encountered 
a very sovero gale while on her way down 
coast. 
The steamer fortunately carried no 
passengers, having on board only the offi­ 
cers and crew when she went down.

Tho 
steamship Columbia, which was coming up 
tile coast, picked up the captain, mate, 
and eleven of the crew and brought thorn 
to Astoria. 
Eleven men aro reported to 
bo drowned.

Tho Alaskan was commanded by Capt.

Gov. Lee D enies T h a t th e T re a s u re r Ha* 
B een F lo oded w ith T hem . 
R ich m o n d , Va., May 17.—Oov. Leo was 
asked yesterday if he had seen the pub 
fished statement made a day or two ago 
that notwithstanding tho Governor’s cru 
sado against the coupons $105,000 more 
coupons had forced their way into tho 
Stato treasury this year than last.

Governor said in reply that tho statement 
to which his attention w’as called is 
erroneous. 
“ The tax payments havo not

very probably bo hold in this State. 
This 
will result from the careless and shiftless 
m anner 
in which the members of tho 
legislature tinkered with several State 
laws last winter. 
The discovery has just 
been mado that according to tho revised 
State laws it is no crimo for a man to 
assault a female over tho age of 12 years 
in the State of Wisconsin. 
This discovery 
was brought about by a case in Lacrosse, 
wlicro a fiend assaulted a married woman 
and afterw ard nearly killed her. 
Tho 
Legislature dabbled in tho law last winter, 
aud the amendments to tho old law which 
wero passed practically killed tho law 
which punishes a person who shall crim in­ 
ally assault any female over the ago of 12, 
and tho Lacrosse case has brought tho 
m atter to tho notice of the authorities. 
This is not tho only mistake tho Legisla­ 
ture made. 
It passed a law repealing 
chapter 4'id of the laws of 1887, which 
provided for tho terms of court in tho 
Twelfth judicial circuit, and nogleetod to 
re-eqact tho old law, thus making no pro­ 
vision for tho holding of circuit courts in 
that circuit, composed of Jefferson, Rock, 
and Green counties. 
It seems that there 
wa^ a law passed changing tho general 
game law from Aug. I to Sept. I, but tho 
clerk who enrolled the bill apparently 
made a mistake and made tho date Aug. I. 
It looks as though ho had discovered his 
mistake after tho bill had gone dow nstairs 
and went to tho cngrossing-room and tore 
out that part of tho engrossed bill so that 
it would not show his mistake. 
There is a good deal of excitement about 
tho capital in relation to thoso errors of 
legislation. 
Tho Attorney-General, Secre­ 
tary of S ta te , and Governor are very much 
exorcised over the matter, and the latter 
has issued a private call to a number of 
tho most prominent members of tho Leg­ 
islature, asking them to moot him to dis­ 
cuss the necessity for a special session.

in 1884 received the Republican nomination 
for Congress, but was defeated by the local 
political leaders.

As merchant, 
farmer, legislator, he was prompt, ener­ 
getic, high-minded and into ligeut. He 
was of most prepossessing presence, was 
urbane yet modest iii Ins demeanor, and 
in whatever sphere lie tried, alway a called 
about bim a host of admiring and appre­ 
ciative friends. Ail who have known him 
in life will Liar of b s death with pro­ 
found sorrow and will join in deep sym­ 
pathy with bib rfilleted family and kins­ 
f o lk s .”

PROF. 
HERITAGE FORMERLY A RESIDENT 


C F THIS CITY. 
Professor Lucius Heritage, of the state 
university, whoee death occurred in Cal­ 
ifornia Tuesday, was for several years a 
resident of this city. 
He was born at 
Walworth, this state. December 21, 1818* 
and when he was about two years old his 
parents moved to Milton, where his early 
education was received. 
After he en 
toted Milton academy he spent part of 
the year in study and part in working 
with his father in the manufacture o 
cane sugar. At the death of his mother, 
which occurred when he was 16 years 
of age, be partially abandoned tbe 
idea of 
getting an education, and 
learned the whellwright trade, working 
in Milton and Janesville. He, however, 
again entered Milton academy, both as a 
student and an assistant teacher, and 
graduated in 1872. After graduating he 
remained in Milton academy nntil 1875, 
when he was called to the St. Paul high 
school as teacher of Latin and Greek. 
He afterward acc* pted a position in Mil­ 
waukee, 
where 
be remained 
nntil 
1876. While 
in 
Milwaukee he was 
offered a situation in the Whitewater 
Formal school, but wishing to continue 
his studies, did not accept it. In 1876 
he went to Germany, where be spent two 
years, studying at Gottengen, Halle and 
Leipsig. .When he returned he was call­ 
ed to the University of Wisconsin as in­ 
structor fn Latin,and was made assis­ 
tant professor in 1882 
In 1883 he again 
weut to Germany, where he continued 
his studies. On returning, he was ma Ie 
a full professor in the Wisconsin uni­ 
versity, occupying the chair of Latin, for 
whioh he had been so carefully fitting 
himself for many years. 
The Madison 
Democrat in speaking of his death says 
“ He was a most zealous student, and to 
his ieee* Bant labors over books is no 
doubt attributed the fatal disease, con­ 
sumption, wI ich at last brought bim to 
the grave.”
